ADVANCED LIQUOR LEGISLATION 

The Toronto News which essays to 
play the role of watch dog for the 
west has seen fit to criticize the liq- 
uor legislation passed by the legisla. 
ture of Alberta on the ground that 
limiting the licenses will. create a 
monopoly, This criticism has been 
repeated by a few western papers who 
are wont to ape the big eastern daily 
in its mixing of logic and the inter- 
pretation of local conditions. 

There is a manifest inconsistency 
in the ery that the new liquor law 
gives a monopoly of the traffic to a 
few hotelmen. 

The whole aim of liquor legislation 
has been to limit the number of 1i- 
censed hotels. The action © of | the 
government in this respect conforms 
entirely with the request of the tem- 
perance delegation representing ev- 
ery part of the province that waited 
upon, the members of the legislature 
at the opening of the session and be- 
fore the attorney-general introduced

The Closed Door Policy. 

Although the government is doing 
the best, the same cannot, unfortun- 
ately be said of the rancher himself. 
By shutting out the ranchers and 
bieeders of other provinces, the Al- 
bertan breeder is doing himself an 
injury. The importation of good bulls 
from the east and west would result 
in the improvement of local stock, and 
this, Dr. Rutherford said, is badly 
needed. He pointed out that the 
breeders of the Argentine Republic 
and of the United States, by unstint- 
ed expenditure and importation, were 
exporting cattle far better than_ the 
Canadian cattle. This is particularly 
‘rue of the west and can only. be at- 
tributed to the fact that the wetsetn 
breeder will not pay the price asked 
for good animals. They would find 
it a paying proposition to pay a good 
price and get the choice animals. 

Another thing that is keeping the 
Canadian animals down in the esti- 
mation of the European buyers is that 
animals are taken right the grass 
and imperfectly attended to on the 
trip to Europe, they are very poor 
when they reach the European mar- 
kets. The cattle could be prepared 
in Alberta and Saskatchewan or could 
stay a few weeks in Ontario and be 

roperly fed. This latter expedient, 

wever, would not be necessary, as 
the best hay and grain is grown here 
in Alberta, and th cattle could 
got into grand condition before leav- 
ing the province. 

Gevernment Will Experiment. 

It is the intention of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to make 
ments in Alberta, Saskatchewan, in 
the possibility of properly prep: 
Canadian cattle for European mar- 
kets. 

A. W. Smith, president of the Do- 
minion Shorthorn Association, said 
that although the cattle selected were 
very good, the food, or perhaps the 
lack of it, and the climatic condi- 
tions, had the effect of maring the 
bulls too small.
